'France, gives an. interesting account 
of the co-operative plan in use in Den- 
mark,

roads everywhere, where the opera- 
tion of examination and classification 
is effected automatically by a very 
ingenious apparatus consisting of a 
<Iark chambc-r for 
examination 
by 


transparency and a long

classification. In the first process the 
<?ggs are placed in cups jointed to an 
endless belt This carries them into 
boxes giving them a rotary motion. 
The belt is actuated by the operator 
in the dark chamber through the 
agency of a small hand wheel at his 
right, while to his left there 
is a 


drawer for the reception of defective 
eggs.
